POREAN TRUCE! Malenkov's Promises of Soviet Aid: Liberation Apiversaq! 

Following the record volume of broadcasts during the week of the  truce, a t -  
tent ion t o  the Korean issue dropped off sharply; however, the publ ic i ty  de- 
voted to the eighth l iberat ion anniversary occasioned an increase during 
the  past  week. Stress  i n  the anniversary and other comment continues t o  
be on the theme tha t  the truce is a Wictory for  the camp of peace.'! There 
is v i r tua l ly  no substantive comment, on the forthcoming po l i t i ca l  conference. 

Soviet Aid: 
the  Soviet Union would al locate  one b i l l i on  rubles f o r  the restorat ion of 
the  Korean economy, assertions of Korean grati tude pervade the comment. 
Thus, K i m  I1 Sung!s message of ereeting on the occasion of the l ibera t ion  
anniversary of fe rs  profuse thanks for  the aid. With t h i s  s t r e s s  on the 
current aid there is considerably l e s s  emphasis than i n  previous years on 
Soviet assistance during and a f t e r  World War 11. (Pyongyang and Peking 
also give considerable attention to  Soviet material and moral assistance, 
and unlike Moscow output, broadcasts dwell on the rehabi l i ta t ion task  i n  
North Korea.)
